funds for keeping up the Turnpike roads; but if any parti- 
cular branch of roads in the country was found deficient in 
that refpeét, the deficiency might probably be made up by 
placing Tol!-bars, equally near to one another in the dcfi- 
cient branches, as the law has authorifed, asin the other 
branches of the county, fo as to fubjeét the travellers and 
others more equally to the tax, without increafing it on 
thefe juft in the yeighbourhood of Edinburgh. 

The Meeting therefore humbly hoped, that upon matters 
being tully explained to the Honourable Truftees of the 
Turnpike Roads, they would drop the intended plan ; and 
appoinied a Committee ot their number to appear by thea 
felves or Counfel at the next meeting of the Truftees, hum- 
bly to remonftrate againft the intended alteration in the 
Turnpike laws of this county ; but in cafe they fhould not 
be able to perfuade the Honourable Truftees to drop the in- 
tended alteration, the Meeting unartmoufly refolved to op- 
pole fuch alteration in Parliament, and appointed particular 
perfons in each parith in the neighbourhood of Edinburgh, 
to colleét money from the different Farmers in thefe refpec- 
tive parifhes, according ro the quantity of dung they ufed, 
for defraying the neceflary expenee; and appointed any 
three of their. number, along with Mr ‘Thomas Scott at 
Craiglockhart, Prefes of the Meeting, asa Committee, to 
meet. with Delegates from the Honourable ‘Town Council, 
or any of the Incorportions or Societies in Edinburgh, who 
Meant to oppofe the intended alterations, and.to take every 
neceflary ftep for oppofing rhe fame; and they appointed 
the firft meeting of their Committee to be in the Old Ex- 
change Coffechoufe, Edinburgh, on Wednefday next the 7th: 
November, at one o'clock afternoon ; and alfo appointed the 
Tefult of the meeting to be infert in the newfpapers.

16 Geo, ile cap, 8. a. re. it is ena€ted * That 
no licenfe thall be granted to any .perfon or perfons whatfoe- 
ver for felling by-tetvil any {pirituows liquors or ftrong wa- 
ters, except.to fuch perions only who thall keep taverns, vic- 
tualling houfi's, iniis, coflve-honfes, or ate-houfes; and if a- 
ny fuch licenfes thall be ‘gianted to ny other perforis thane 
afortfaid, the fame ave declated void to all intents and pur- 
potes.”—-And, by the ftat. 17. Geo. Il. cap. 17. feet. 18, it 
is further enaéted, “ ‘Fhat in any cafe where a licenfe fhall 
have been giagted for retailing fpirituous liquors to any per- 
fon who fhall at the time o granting fuch lieenfe, keep a ta> 


fed fhall afterwards, during the time of continuing fuch li- 
cenfe, exercife the trade of a diftiller, grocer, or chandler, or 
keep a brandy-fhop, or thops forthe fale of any fpirituous 
liquors, the licenfe granted in every fuch cafe thall be void ;
